DELEGATES REPORT 

Madam President and Members: 

It is with much pleasure I bring this 
report to you, of the Alberta Women's 
the 16th to thel9th of March. 400 
women wer e present the first day and 
there were fresh arrivals every day, 
the Peace river convener did not ar¬ 
rive until Thusday evening, trains 
were snowed up. 

Tuesday morning was devoted to re¬ 
gistration and Directors' reports- 

At 2 p.m., the mayor of Edmonton 
gave- us a hearty welcome in his ad¬ 
dress, he ^trongly advised the W.I. to 
provide amusements to take the place 
of the bar. Mrs Roy very ably res¬ 
ponded to Mayor Clarke's acJ<|ress A 

Miss Maclsaac, provincial superin¬ 
tendent gave a- splendid address, she 
told us during the year 4000 new mem¬ 
bers had been enrolled in the various 
institutes in the province, making a 
total of over 13,000. 32 branches were 

also organized making a total of 265 
institutes. Short course schools in 
_ home nursing and first aid were given 
at 54 centres with a total attendance 
of 3409 women. Sewing demonstra¬ 
tion lecture courses were given at 21 
centres. Short course in cooking and 
food values at 16. 168 institutes were 

also visited and adressed by the in¬ 
stitute speakers. Miss Mac Isaac al¬ 
so strongly recommeded every consti¬ 
tuency holding a conference during 
the year. 

REST ROOMS & COMMUNITY 
HOMES 

At the present time there are 28 
W. I. rest rooms and community 
homes in Alberta, and one-ttyird of the 
Institutes own their own building and 
rest room property. In some in¬ 
i' stances is worth $3500 to $6000, but 
the valuation of the usual rest room is 
from $1000 t 0 $2000. These funds 
have been raised by giving concerts, 
entertainments and soliciting local 
firms and individuals. Some of the 
community homes have been built in 
memory of the boys from, the district 
who have fallen in the great war. 
One district raised $1400 t Q send a 
poor crippled child to Mayo Brothers 
for treatment. 

WEDNESDAY—GIRLS' GAY 

There are 40 Womens* Institute 
Girls' Clubs with a membership of 
. 840 girls- West Wind Girls Club has 
50 members and the girls are great 
[workers. Stoney Plain' suggested that 
a Boys Club be. instituted*, as they of¬ 
ten had to rely upon their .brothers to 
drive them to the meetings. They 
gav e us a very interesting drill with 
Indian clubs. One club told us that 
they were all learning t 0 make button¬ 
holes. This was heartily approved of 
by the women. The girls reports were 
all very good.

All the religious blokes in England 
an’ Franc© an’ Germany ain’t goin" 
to pray ‘Im into it.“ 

I am not in a position to speak for 
Hans and Fritz who faced us from 
the other side of No-Man’s-Land, but 
as for Tommy, it seemed to me that 
he had a better opinion of the Deity 
than most of his better educated fel¬ 
low countrymen at home. 

IV- TOMMY 

By the end of the month we had 
seen more of death and suffering than 


was found necessary to retire, he had 
been left with many dead andwound- 
,ed comrades, far from he possibility 
of help by friends. He had bandaged 
his wound with his first-aid field 
dressing, and started crawling back, 
a few yards at a time. He secured 
food from the haversacks of dead 
comrades, and at length, after a week 
of painful creeping, reached our .lines 

Another of our comrades was dis¬ 
covered by a listening patrol, six days 
after he had been wounded, He; too, 
had been struck down closse to the 
enemy’s second line. Two kind-heart 
ed German sentries, to whom he had 
signalled, crept out at night and gave 
hot coifee to drink. He begged them 
to carry him in, but they told him they 
were forbidden to take any wounded 
prisonrrs. As he was unable to crawl, 
he must have died had it not been for 
for the keen ears or the men of the 
listening patrol. A third victim who 
I saw was brought in at daybreak by 
a working party He had been shot 
in the jaw and lay unattended through 
at least five wet October days and 
nights His eyes were swollen shut. 
Blood poisoning had set in from a 
,wound that certainly would not have 
been fatal could it have received early 
attention. 

We knew that there must be many 
wounded still alive in tne tall grass 
between our lines. We knew that 
many were dying who might be saved- 
The Red Cross Corps made nightly 
searches for them, but the difficulties 
to be overcome were great. The vol¬ 
ume of fire increased tremendously at 
night. Furthermore,, there was a 
wide area to be searched, and in the 
darkness men were lying unconscious 
or to 0 weak from the loss of blood to 
groan or shout, were discovered only 
by accident 

Tommy Atkins is n’t an advocate of 
“peace at any price,” but the sight of 
awful and needless suffering invari¬ 
ably moved him to declare himself em¬ 
phatically against inhuman practices 
in war of so-called Christian nations. 

“Christian nations!’ he would say 
scornfully. “If this ‘ere is a sample 
o'Christianity I‘H tyke me chances 
down below w'en I gets knocked out"

with hearty approval.

of those which were lying close to 
the parapets, but the work was con¬ 
stantly delayed and Interrupted b,y 
fire. Others farther out lay where 
they had fallen day after day and 
week after week. Many an anxious 
mother in England was seeking news 
of a son whose body had become a 
part of that Flemish landscape. 

During th g-uj apk fall owing the com¬ 
mencement ' of the offensive, the 
wounded were brought back in twos 
and threes from thhe contested area 
tacks were taking place. One plucky 
Englishman was discovered about fif¬ 
ty yards in front of our trenches. He 
was waving a handkerchief tied to 
the handle of his intrenchinng tool 
Sttretcher-bearers rafl out under fire 
and brought him in. He had been 
wounded in the foot when his com¬ 
pany were advancing up the slope fif¬ 
teen hundred yards away. When it

when we received orders to move up 
to the firing line. We started at five 
o’clock, and although we had less than 
three miles to go, we did not reach 
the end of our journey until four the 
next morning, owing to fatigue par¬ 
ties and the long stream of wounded 
which blocked the communication tre¬ 
nches. For more than an nour we lay 
just outside of the trench looking 
down on a seemingly endless proces¬ 
sion of casualties. Some of the men 
were crying like children, some groan¬ 
ing pitifully, some laughing despite 
their wounds. I heard dialects pe¬ 
culiar to every part or England, and 
fragmentary accounts of hair-breadth 
escapes and desperate fighting. 

“They was a big Dutchman cornin' 
at me from the other side. Lucky for 
me that I’ad a round in me breach.

He’d ‘a’ got me, if it’adn't ‘a’ been fer 
that ca'tridge. I let ‘im ‘ave It an’ 
’e crumpled up lik© a wet blanket." 

“Seeven of them, an’ that dazed 
like, they wasna good for anything, 
Mon, It would ha, bi?en fair murder 
to kill ’’em! They wasna wantin’ to 
fight-’ 

Boys scarcely out of their teens 
talked with the air of old veterans. 
Many of them had been given their 
first taste of real fighting, and they 
were experiencing a very common and 
natural reaction. Their courage had 
been put to the most severe test and 
had not given way. It was not diffi- 


experience. He told of It over and 
over as the line movevd slowly along. 

“I couldn't get me bayonet out ” he 
said. ‘ ‘W’en ‘e fell ‘e pulled me over 
on top of im. I ’ad to put me foot 
against ’im an’ pull, an' then it came 
out with a jerk." 

We met small groups of prisoners 
under escort of proud and happy 
Tommies who gave us conflicting re¬ 
ports of the success of the attack. 
Some of them said that two more 
lines of German trenches had been 
taken; others declared that we had 
broken completely through and that 
the enemy were in full retreat- Upon 
arriving at our position, we were Con¬ 
vinced that at least one trench had 
been captured; but when we mounted 
our guns and peered cautiously over 
the parapet, the lights yhich we saw 
in the distance were the ^flashes of 
German rifles, not the street lamps of 
Berlin. 

ill CHRISTIAN PRACTICE 

Meanwhile, the inhumanity of a war 
without truces was being revealed to 
us on every hand. Hundreds of bod¬ 
ies were lying between the opposing 
lines of trenches and there was no 
chance to bury them. Fatigue par¬ 
ties were sent out at night to dispose

Dehorning Adds Value 

New Zest in Canadian Cattle 
Campaign 

A zest has entered Into the cam¬ 
paign for de-horning Canadian cattle. 

The example of the m*st successful 
farmers is being copied by those- quick 
to see the money-value of the idea. 

Probably a quarter of a million dol¬ 
lars a year are lost to farmers by the 
non-practice of a simple de-horning 
process. 

Live stock exchanges in Winnipeg, 
Toronto and Montreal especially en¬ 
courage de-horning. Practically all 
the American native cattle, with 
which Canadian farmers in the West 
have to compete, have the advantage 
of being thus treated. They bring a 


larger return in dollars and cents. 

In a circular by the Dominion Gov¬ 
ernment, farmers are told that they 
will benefit briefly for the following 
reasonr: - 

1, Better appearance of the cattle; 
2, quieter, subdued nature, enabling 
fattening at less cost; 3, more cattle 
can he shipped in one oar by rail^ 
saving freiglit cost. 

But it is when the animal is finally 
brought to slaughter that the value 
of de-horning is proved. Over 70,000 
pounds of meat a year are actually re¬ 
ported at inspected Canadian packing 
plants alone as wasted through 
bruises in the flesh. Most of the 
bruises are caused by the animals’ 
horns while in transit from the farm 
to the market and the abatttoil. 

That total represents the parts of 
meat utterly thrown away. There is

a further and even greater loss. 
When a piece of meat is removed 
from a quarter of beef because of a | 
bruise, the rest of the quarter or part j 
of it has often been sold at a cent and 
one-half or two cents a pound less— 
not because the meat is poor, but be¬ 
cause that part h;s lost in appear¬ 
ance and sajeo^js^p^^’robably one in 
every five'wEttle Kugftt on Canadian 
stock yards suffers from injury which 
could be prevented were de-horning 
commonly practised. The packer’s 
buyer necessarily takes the risk and 
a lower price. 

A united effort is now being made by 
the Dominion and Provincial Depart¬ 
ments of Agriculture, the live stock 
exchanges throughout Canada and the 
meat packers collectively, to get a bet¬ 
ter knowledge diffused among Cana¬ 
dian farmers of the real importance of 
de-horning.

X-Ray A Modern 

Diagnosis Method 

The routine use of the X-ray in the 
diagnosis of internal diseases such as 
cancer of the stomach, tuberculosos 
of the lungs, etc.,has now come to he 
recognized as one of the most import¬ 
ant. An interersting fact is given 
where 1140 drafted men for the U-S. 
overseas service at one point were 
examined for chest disease. In 24 
per cent of these 1140 men the physi¬ 
cal examination failed to reveal a 
disqualifying chest disease,, but in 
each of these, the X-ray had clearly 
demonstrated the ailment. The X-ray 
it will be seen is sufficient in itself to 
diagnose the presence of tuberculosis 
or other such disease in the human 
bod.

an EARLY growing season Professional Cards 


The winter was long and cold- 
Spring was late. There was a serious 
feed shortage and consequent lossses 
of live stock. All very unfortunate 
ind discouraging. 

But summer has come. What are 
its prospects? Owing to the late dis¬ 
appearance of the snow there is a 
short seeding seasop, and perhaps less 
acreage than usual will be just in. 
But an early seeding and large acre¬ 
age do not ensure a good crop. The 
past three years are evidence on that 
point. The conditions under which 
seed is put into the ground, and the 
conditions surrounding its growth 
and ripening are the things that count 
in the crop return. Lack of spring 
moisture is a great drawback to crop 
success in this country. Every farmer 
can recall instances in which crops 
sown in April did not start until June. 
The date on which the crop was sown 
did not fix the date of it ripening. It 
was the date upon which growth com¬ 
menced that marked the beginning of 
the crop season for that .year. 

Abundance of moisture in the soil 
is the distinctive characteristic of this 
there is unusually little frost in the 
ground. The lack of frost makes for 
early and vigorous growth. Although 
the seeding season .is late the grow¬ 
ing season is early. .

When Covered With Weeds, Tin Cans 
Old Japers And Rubbish 
Of All Kinds 

Take a look around the town and 
note the appearance of some of the 
vaoant lots. 

Unless something recently has been 
done about it, every such lot is a 
fright t Q behold, and it is a menace 
to the health of the neighbourhood.

Gopher Poison 

One gopher destroyed now is equiv¬ 
alent to restroying several at a later 
date. There are many satisfactory 
commercial gopher poisonns on the 
market. For any farmer who wishes 
t 0 prepare his own, the Department 
of Field Husbandry of the University 
of Alberta, offers the followwing for¬ 
mula as beig very satisfactory: 

1. Add 1 oz. of Strychhnine to 1 
pint of boiling water. 

2 Stir until dissolved 

3. Add a quart of water. 

4. While boiling add 2 lbs. of 
brown sugar. 

5. Add also a tabjfigJP-ge i of Anise 
seed, 

6. Pour over a peck of wwheat, 
corn or chop. 

7. Let stand for 24 hours and add 
shorts if not all absorbed.

Participation Certifi¬ 
cates Worth 40c. 

Winnipeg, May 5.—James Stewart, 
chairman of the Canadian wheat 
board, announced Wednesday morn¬ 
ing that the value of the “participa¬ 
tion certificates" will not be less than 
40 cents a bushel. 

The official statement of the board 
reads as follows: 

'‘The Canadian wheat board feels 
that some idea should be given as to 
the proper value of the participation 
certificates issued by the board. The 
wheat has not all been, marketed by 
the farmers, and it Is indeed difficult 
to estimate closely the quantity re¬ 
maining in their hands to be marketed 
before the new crop. Other factors 
enter into the situation such as the 
values prevailing when wi^en and as 
the wheat is marketed, as well as the 
quantity required for domestic use be¬ 
fore the new crop, a late harvest mak¬ 


ing a difference of several million 
bushels. 

Notwithstanding this, the board 
estimated that oit should be able to 
pay at least 40 cents a bushel 
against the wheat represented by the 
participation certificates- 

‘ ‘At th 0 conclusion of the present 
season, complete returns of the year s 
operations will be made known, and 
a final report as t 0 the full value of 
the participation certificates will he 
issued. < 


Shall We Seed Wheat 

“What are the prspects for a wheat 
crop this year? Will it be too late 
by the time the land is prepared to 
seed wheat?” With many of the fields 
as yet to wet to cultivate, with most 
of the plowing yet to be done, with 
the horse power on most farms below 
par as a result of a lack of feed, and

asked by hundreds of farmers, and 
conditions have now reached a stage 
when their significance Is gigantic.

ments, have any significance at all, go 
to show that there is np reason for 
viewing the prospects of a wheat crop 
this coming season in a pessimistic 
light- Carefully conducted experi¬ 
ments, by the department of field hus¬ 
bandry, University of Alberta, go to 
show that the date of seeding is not 
the determining factor as to what the 
wheat crop will be, but depends en¬ 
tirely upon the conditions that prevail 
during the growing season. 

Here are some facts that throw a 
considerable light upon the problem. 
During the season of 1919 Marquis 
wheat was seeded on the University 
farm April 19th, and matured August 
9th., a period of 112 days. The yield 
was 29.14 bushels. In the same year 
under identically the same conditions 
Marquis wheat was seeded May 15th., 
and matured and was harvested Sept. 
1st. The yield from the latter was 
27-04 bushels per acre. The rate of 
seeding of the two fields was the same 
but the latter which was sown just 
nineteen days later reached maturity 
in 95 days, and the loss in yield was 
only 2.10 bushels per acre. This leads 
to the conclusion that it is not neces¬ 
sarily early seeding that brings about 
early maturity. 

The average minimum temperature 
during the month of May of most 
years in central Alberta, as shown by 
actual records is between 32 and 33 
degrees, and it would not take even an 
amateur to arrive at the conclusion 
that at this temperature wheat will 
make very little growth. It is said 
that wheat will germinate at 32 de¬ 
grees, but experiments conducted on 
ground early in the spring, if often 
takes from eighteen to twenty days to 
germinate and come through the 
ground, whereas, when seed was seed¬ 
ed later, and the soil was fairly warm 
the temperature being from 40 to 50 
degrees, the wheat germinated and 
made its appearance through the soil 
in from five to six days. It is estim¬ 
ated that the minimum temperature 
for the germination of wheat is about 
40 degrees. 

Another very important factor is 
the rate of seeding. Seeding tests 
conducted for a number of years, 
showed that to increase the rate of 
seeding one half bushel in many cases 
decreased the period of maturity by 
as much as ten days- In a dry year 
this was not so notioable but in wet 
years grain thtat was seeded light, 
stooled much more, and consequently 
took several days longer to mature. 
The heavy seedin reduced the stool- 
ing to a minimum and thereby hasten¬ 
ed maturity. 

Prof. G. H. Cutler, chief of the De¬ 
partment of Field Husbandry, one of 
the authorities in Western Canada, 
saye that he has no reason t Q feel 
Pessimistic over the prospects for -a 
wheat crop this year. There are six 
factors necessary for crop production, 
and if these are present in the proper 
combination there is no limit to the 
crops that can be produced. The six 
factors and the order of importance 
in which Prof. Cutler places them are: 
(1( Seed, (2) plant fodd, (3) moisture, 
(4) heat, (5) light and (6) air- In his 
estimation the greatest limiting factor 
this year will be the shortage of horse 
power occasioned by the shortage of 
feed. The seed in all cases is very 
important, and indications go to show 
that the seed wheat that is in Alberta 
at the present time is of a very high 
order. Over a thousand samples of 
grain were tested in the agricultural 
laboratories at the University during 
the past winter, for germination: and 
on the average the wheat tested 90 
per cent. The soil throughout cen¬ 
tra] Alberta is as rich in plant food 
as any other place in the world. Mois¬ 
ture, which for the past two or three 
seasons was the I limiting faceor in 
crop production, is present this spring 
in abundant quantities, and the past 
few days have given ample evidence 
to show that the warm weather has 
come. The only remaining factor to 
contend with is the aeration of the soil 
through cultivation, and this is at the 
present time the greatest problem.

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rather than criticism. Others had 
just built up a herd and did not want 
to dispose of it so 1 ‘took a chance. 11 
The ambition to keep their herds in¬ 
tact was praiseworthy yet it proved 
poor business and therefore contains 
a lesson for the future guidance. 

It is frequently stated that more 
animals are lost from not being pro¬ 
perly watered thdn from want of feed. 
This will not hold good for 1920, but 
for the average season it does and 
the losses from this cause even in 
1920 if they were carefully traced 
would be found to constitute a con¬ 
siderable percentage of the total. 

The average stockman does not 
realize that the first stomach of a 
beef animal resembles a large vat bn 
which the food is thoroughly soaked 
and converted into a sort of pulp. 

It is then belched back and chewed 
a second time and when swallowed 
enters the maniplies and from there 
into the digestive tract. Now unless 
the first stomach is liberally supplied 
with water it is impossible for anim¬ 
als to belch the food back. The food 
then fermehts and forms gas which 
causes bloating. This explains why 
cattle which are wintering around 
straw piles suffer from bloating just 
the same as d 0 those that are on a 
succulent alfalfa or clover pasture. 
In order to prevent this, cattle should 
be liberally salted;; this prompts 
them to drink freely and to keep the 
first stomach well supplied with water. 
If the water is reasonably warm and 
easy to get at there is little danger 
of losses but when cattle are required 
to stand out on a lake with the mer¬ 
cury several degrees below zero and a 
high wind and compelled t 0 slake their 
thirst from a hole in the ice many will 
return to shelter before their require¬ 
ments are more than half satisfied 
and if that condition continues for 
any length of time losses are sure to 
follow- If the value of one-fourth of 
the animals lost from thjs cause each 
year were invested in developing a 
proper water supply and where open 
running water is wanting in' proper 
equipment for pumping, and temper¬ 
ing during cold weather, the remain¬ 
ing three-fourths might be saved, and 
above applies with especial force to 
the extreme North 

A peculiar trait of a great many 
stockmen and particularly of attend¬ 
ants on live stock is that they do not 
begrudge the time and labor that is 
necessary to supply grain or roughage 
but are very negligent about giving

It May Be Sporty T c Take A Chance 
But “Safety First 11 Will Be 
Future Rule

The lessons of 1920 are many. Go¬ 
ing into winter with only feed enough 
for an average season may win more 
than one half the time but the inevit¬ 
able finally happens and then follows 
losses. "We'll take a chance" may 
sound sporty but it is not safe bus¬ 
iness, and many bankers who have 
been taking chances on stockmen on 
their feed supply will in future be in¬ 
clined to adopt the motto of “Safety 
First," and only such stockmen as 
adopt the same motto will get credit. 

It is true that many were unfor¬ 
tunate and experienced a crop fail¬ 
ure. They relied upon hay neing 
brought in, but found that it was 
either insufficient in supply or late 
in coming and they lost on that ac¬ 
count. These are deserving sympathy

sufficient time or attention to supply¬ 
ing water which is equally essential. 

Another prolific cause of loss this 
year is the fact that many permitted 
their animals to become so weak that 
they were unable to properly digest 
and assimilate food after it had been 
supplied to them. The food, instead 
of supplying nourishment became the 
cause of indigestion. Several ins¬ 
tances are known in which the stock- 
men had laid in asupply, in some 
cases of grain and others of cotton 
seed cake, but failed to use it in time, 
Their idea being to begin feeding this 
grain after the animals had become 
weak, but they found that they had 
become s Q weak that the grain when 
supplied proved to be an injury rather 
than a benefit. 

The foregoing are some of the les¬ 
sons to be learned from the last win¬ 
ter's experience. The price paid has 
unfortunatelybeen high but if properly 
made use of may, and doubtless will, 
in time be worth the price. As one 
prominent stockman remarked the 
other day. “If this year's experience 
leads t 0 better methods and greater 
care the result will be worth the sac¬ 
rifice.' One thing is certain that bet¬ 
ter methods must accompany devel¬ 
opment, if not as a result of observa- 
ination, because those who do not 
practise the better methods will be 
put out of business and their places 
Will be taken by men who knows 
what to d D and are willing to practise 
what they know- ' -—

The Saskatcheian Cattle Breeders 1 
Association, of which, J. C. Robert¬ 
son, live stock coromissiner for Sas¬ 
katchewan is secretary, is arranging 
a sale of pure tbred bulls for the 
northern part of the province at Sas¬ 
katoon on May 26 and 27. 

Northern Saskatchewan is a splen¬ 
did cattle:' country and the demand 
for pure bred bulls is increasing rap¬ 
idly from year to year, although the 
bulk of the pur© bred cattle herds of 
the province are in the Southern 
katchewan.' Mr. Robertson states that 
he expects there will be a demand ,at 
this sale for at least two hundred 
bulls and one hundred pure bred fe¬ 
males. Both the Dominion and the
